Churchill once remarked, “and our 


buildings make us.” So, in his characteristic- 
ally succinct way, he drew attention to the 
responsibility which rests upon all who com- 
mission and design houses and estates. While 
most people are only too willing to accept 
the fact that ‘our buildings make us” yet 
when the actual task of planning and design 
is begun this factor is largely forgotten. 

There are those who would say that the 
architect when designing individual houses or 
groups of them should be left untrammelled 
to produce a creative design which would pay 
due regards to the needs of family and 
community alike. Others would maintain 
that the architect should receive from his 
client, especially when that client is a local 
authority, very clear instructions about what 
he is to produce. Those instructions should, 
of course, have regard to the interests of the 
community as well as those of individual 
families. Whichever be the right approach 
social considerations can only be divorced 
from the task of design at the cost of unhappy, 
and often unlooked for, results. 

The Report of the Central Housing 
Advisory Committee,* their first report for 
21 years, emphasizes the need for more 
attention to be paid by housing authorities 
to such matters. ““‘We consider that housing 
is a field in which far more study of tenants’ 
needs and reaction should be made.” The 
committee stresses particularly the need for 
all concerned to garner more carefully the 
fruits of family and tenant experience. “The 
comments of prospective as well as of present 
tenants show the greater popularity of certain 
house types or room arrangements, or a 
preference for particular means of access in 
blocks of flats. Again, a knowledge of the 
use made by tenants of equipment provided

criticism of certain kinds of windows, or of 
storage space, or methods of rubbish disposal, 
is of value in deciding whether to repeat them 
in new buildings.” 

The committee also emphasize a new 
aspect of the housing problem. “In view of 
the increasing number of flats being built it 
is important to study the reactions of tenants 
to the unaccustomed conditions of life in 
large blocks of flats, and to observe the use 
made of such things as balconies, laundries 
and common gardens.” 

All these things need attention and the 
committee have done a signal service in 
reminding us of the need. But there are 
wider matters which also call for thought. 
The house may influence the family in its 
growth but the estate can shape both them 
and the community. Much of the charm and 
richness of local life in earlier days was due 
to the manner in which houses of all kinds 
were found in the same neighbourhood. 
Housing estates seem to have sterilized much 
of that life. It may be that pressing financial 
or other criteria make such planning next to 
inevitable. Yet actions like that of the 
Croydon Borough Council (in saying that no 
family who earn £20 a week or more can live 
on their estates) prompt the question, do we 
wish to insist upon estates devoted exclusively 
to housing only people of one class of income? 

It is for elected representatives to tell their 
architects what they want to see in their 
houses and on their estates; but, nevertheless, 
their architects are their advisers and the job 
of advisers is to advise. Both councillors 
and architects, to say nothing of a wider 
public, may find in this report much which 
should influence them when they next begin 
to plan new houses.

THE NEW PICCADILLY CIRCUS —II 


On this page you see a picture of the L.C.C.’s new 
suggestions for Piccadilly Circus. Last week I showed 
the not very tall, tall building which formed part of it. 
Here is the design for that building, prepared by the 
architects, Cotton, Ballard and Blow, with Mr. J. G. L. 
Poulson as consultant. It will stand on the site of the 
Monico Restaurant, demolition of which is due to begin 
tomorrow. The new design is a sad disappointment. The 
two-storeyed base seems to me to be too high for the 
tower, which is not really tall enough. Its outline is not 
very dramatic, and, although the arrangements that have 
been made for electric-sign advertising are ingenious, 
I do not think that the project is nearly distinguished 
enough in conception. I understand that formal plan- 
ning consent has not yet been given, nor has the Royal 
Fine Art Commission’s opinion been published. There 
is, therefore, still a chance that a more dramatic tower 
with a less fussy outline and less heavy base might be 
built. Meanwhile, it is satisfactory to note that the 
developers, Island (Piccadilly) Development Ltd., are 
determined to see that the “design and placing of the 
advertisements shall conform to the highest possible 
standards”. This must be the first building ever put up 
expressly as an advertisement hoarding. Is it a good 
precedent? 


Is PLAIN AND ts 64d COLOURED 


Now that spring is on the way and even those of us 
who hibernate longest are beginning to take short walks 
on fine afternoons, I sugest an early visit to Chiswick 
House. The skilful, almost extravagant, recon- 
struction of this architectural gem was very fully 
reported in the A. & B.N. for December 24, 1958.

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Entrance costs Is 6d, which seems rather a lot except 
when put against the money spent on the building. 
The ground floor is arranged as a museum of drawings 
of the building and projects for it. Many of these have 
been lent by the R.I.B.A. The stairway to the grand 
floor is hidden in one of the internal piers and is easy 
to miss. The colour and decoration of the living 
rooms is most splendid and includes some of the finest 
and richest flock papers I have ever seen. Furthermore, 
the guardian knew where they came from and their 
cost per piece. 

Hampton Court Palace, where you pay but a Is for 
the right to tramp through miles of State apartments, 
is badly in need of redecoration. Seen after Chiswick 
House it seems dull and dirty. The vast areas of floor 
quickly become marked with the ground brought in on 
the feet of the thousands of visitors. The apparently 
badly drained ground paths in the gardens have a thin 
layer of mud on them for long after rain and this is 
probably the cause of the trouble inside. Perhaps 
larger and better doormats would help. Hampton Court 
must be one of our most popular historic buildings but 
its interiors are a great disappointment, the furniture is 
sparse and often pushed away into the corners of the 
great rooms. It is also very difficult to see the excellent 
pictures. The general standard is well below that 
usually maintained by the M.o.W. Could not some- 
thing be done about it? 


CALYPSO AT THE B.C. 

The Gas Council recently entertained at the Building 
Centre about 200 West Indians now living in 
London. The guests were taken from all walks of life 
and the theme was “Living together”. The idea was 
two-fold in its purpose, to welcome newcomers to 
Britain and to familiarize them with the advantages 
claimed for gas. The guests were addressed by Mr. 
Julian Amery, M.P., Parliamentary Under-Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, Sir Harold Smith, chair- 
man of the Gas Council, and Sir Alfred Hurst, 
chairman of the Building Centre. These speakers were 
followed by four West Indians, a doctor, a nurse, a 
bus conductor and an employee of the North Thames 
Gas Board. This made rather a long list of speeches 
for a standing audience but as the standard was high, 
particularly among the West Indians, it did not matter. 
The doctor, who had evidently lived in Britain for 
many years, praised the Gas Council for its pioneer 
work among industries in welcoming coloured people 
to this country and suggested that other industries might 
follow. He thought that they had already left the 
welcome rather late. The nurse, whose speech was the 
best of all, spoke of her personal difficulties as a 
coloured student nurse. She made it clear that it was 
a problem which had to be tackled from both sides. 
The bus conductor spoke like a university graduate and 
may have been one, and the gas engineer praised his 
white workmates and wished that all the Londoners 
he met were as easy to get on with. 

It was a most cheerful evening, the guests looked as 
if they were enjoying it hugely. They say that the 
Building Centre still smells of rum punch. 


SIR ALEXANDER KILLICK RETIRES 


My picture was taken from the portrait of the retiring 
secretary of the R.I.C.S. by Mr. Norman Hepple, a.r.a. 
Sir Alexander has been secretary for nearly 27 years. 
In addition to this life’s work for the surveyors he has 
had two quite separate, and equally distinguished, 
careers in the Army. The first as a regular soldier, 
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between 1914 and 1932, and the second upon recall 
to the Army between 1939 and 1945. In the first war 
he won the D.S.O. and M.C. and was twice mentioned 
in despatches. In the second he was employed mainly 
in top-grade administrative appointments, including 
that of secretary of the Standing Committee on Army 
Administration, and Joint Secretary (Military) of the 
Army Council Secretariat. During his term as secretary 
of the Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors, the 
membership has increased from 7,800 to more than 
22,000. Readers will, I know, join me in wishing Sir 
Alexander a long and happy retirement. 


R.I.C.S. NEW SECRETARY 


Sir Alexander Killick’s successor is Rear-Admiral 
P. W. Burnett, C.B., D.S.O., D.S.c., who, as can 
be seen, is a very distinguished sailor, with a long 
record of service at sea and ashore. This change of 
service at the R.LC.S. will no doubt test the flexibility 
of its internal organization; among the many minor 
changes which may be expected, office boys will no 
longer be late but adrift and cocoa will be served in 
place of tea. The admiral for his part will have to be 
very careful what he says about pongoes. These are, 
however, comparatively minor points and should not 
be allowed to interfere with our welcome to Rear- 
Admiral Burnett or our best wishes to him in his new 
and important appointment. 


CENTRAL ELECTRICITY 
AN ARCHITECT 


Mr. Michael Shepheard, B.ARCH., A.R.1.B.A., has been 
appointed architect on the staff of the C.E.G.B. 
in the chief design and construction engineer’s depart- 
ment at the board’s headquarters.

B.A.S.A. CONFERENCE 


The British Architectural Students’ Association is 
holding a conference at Trinity College, Cambridge, on 
April 4 and 5; its title is “The Function of the 
Architect in Society”. A second conference will 
discuss how the function of the architect may best be 
carried out and then the association will be ready for 
a searching examination of architectural education. 
Attendance at the Cambridge Conference (you will, of 
course, remember the Oxford Conference) will be 
limited to a manageable 150, and the list of dis- 
tinguished speakers will include Percy Johnson- 
Marshall, Robert Matthew, George Grenfell Baines, 
Eric Lyons and Sir Leslie Martin. If all those who have 
been invited to attend accept there is going to be 
precious little room for students. 

I hope that the often forgotten function of the archi- 
tect to provide good business at the right time and 
the right price will not be overlooked. 


NEW COURSE AT MANCHESTER 

A new combined course in architecture has been 
inaugurated at the Regional College of Art, Manchester. 
Thirty students have already started the first year of 
the course which is full-time in the college. During 
the year the students will be prepared for office experi- 
ence and tried out for their aptitude to become archi- 
tects. At the end of the year they will be interviewed 
and, if found suitable, will be placed in offices for a 
further three years. During those years they will spend 
one day a week at the college. The fifth year is a 
full-time college year. The course is concluded after 
a further two years in an office, making seven in all, 
of which five will be earning years. The R.I.B.A. has 
approved the course in principle. The Manchester 
Society of Architects is supporting it and is collabora- 
ting closely with the Department of Building at the 
College of Technology. A meeting of architects is to 
be held at the Regional College of Art on April 8, at 
6.30 p.m., to discuss the course. The speakers will be 
Mr. George Grenfell Baines, who is a governor of the 
college, snd Mr. Cecil Stewart, head of the School of 
Architecture. Mr. John H. Holden, principal of the 
college, will be in the chair. 

This is really a double-decker sandwich course and 
its success will depend very largely on the closeness 
of the relationship between the architects in whose 
offices the students are to work and the school. It is 
an interesting experiment which will be closely watched 
by many other schools. No doubt Mr. Grenfell Baines 
will have something to say about it at Cambridge.

The Man Who Never Would Be 


E switched on the gas fire, took off his raincoat 

and hung it upon a hanger—a hanger marked 
G.W.T. for George Walter Tumpkins. The time, 
9.1 a.m.; the place, the fifth floor of a city building, a 
rear window, a quantity surveyor’s office. Smuts and 
dust had settled overnight on an upturned drawing 
which covered a desk groaning under quantity sur- 
veyors’ brick-a-brac—abstract and dimension paper, 
scrap pads, coloured pencils, doodled-on green blot- 
ting paper and, somewhere beneath them all, an inky, 
engine divided, scale.

A builder’s surveyor had once said that there were 
no flies on George Walter Tumpkins. And there 
weren’t. He was too thorough for that. He was 
twenty-eight years old, medium height with a waistline 
a little over the average and receding dark straight 
hair. He wore a suit of clerical grey and black toe- 
capped shoes which he cleaned each morning before 
breakfast. He owned an electric razor. His horn- 
rimmed spectacles had round lenses, circa 1936, and 
he breathed on them and polished them regularly 
throughout the day. He lived in the suburbs, the only 
son of doting parents who, never rich, had scrimped 
and saved for twenty years to see their child launched 
into a profession.

The facts were 
that because he had all the qualities of a good assis- 
tant—conscientious, unambitious, easily satisfied and 
rarely complaining—he had little hope of ever being 
anything else but a good assistant. He was not what 
they call in the Clubs “partnership material”.

There were those who saw George Walter Tumpkins 
as dull. Certainly he breathed no fire. Some of his 
best friends—and he had quite a few—believed for 
instance that he had not been present when the baser 
instincts were awarded, that he had no interest in 


girls. How wrong they were only he knew, he and 
the new typist to whom he gave, as often as he could, 
his laboriously constructed letters to architects and 
builders and nominated sub-contractors. Not only did 
he enjoy seeing in typescript the sentences which he 
had written, he enjoyed the pleasurable sensation of 
a pretty girl standing at his side as he read them over 
and he made a point of trying to say something cheer- 
ful—even a little adventurous, shall we say—to Irene 
as he signed his name. There were indeed times when 
Tumpkins day-dreamed delightful things about her. . . 
an evening out... a coffee bar . . . a meal at a table 
for two .. . gypsy music . . . a bottle of Empire wine 
... and on, perhaps, to Intimate Review . . .?

At his work Tumpkins was something of a specialist. 
He specialized in the measurement of plumbing and 
drains and not a bill had left the office in the past three 
years in which you could not see the hand of Tumpkins 
behind one or both of those trades. Years ago he 
had learned the order of measuring plumbing without 
having to check with “Willis” each time he began a 
new job and, of course, he knew up to what sizes bends 
are included in the running lengths of all the different 
kinds of pipe. He even knew, and you may find this 
hard to believe, he even knew by heart the numbers 
of ten of the fittings in the Ding Dong Copperworks 
Company catalogue. He was as good as that. 

But although the measurement of plumbing and 
drains was his first love, Tumpkins was essentially 
and that was a favourite word of his—essentially an 
all-rounder. You see he could “prepare and settle 
final accounts”. Indeed, so important did he consider 
this aspect of the quantity surveyors’ work that he 
put aside one morning of each week in turn for one of 
the four final accounts for which ke was responsible.

Although he was 
too good a quantity surveyor not to put work first it 
did cross the dreary backcloth of his mind that if he 
thus hurried his morning’s task he would have Irene 
at his side, holding one of her beautiful letters, before 
lunch. He began to search for something cheerful 
he could say to her as he signed . . .

On he went, through the park gates, across the road, 
past the flashy new radio shop and the parenthood 
store which always made him feel peculiar. Up Duke 
Street, first left, first right and he was approaching 
Tuffplastics smart new office (actually it was hideous). 
Mr. Reed, local manager, was business-friendly, seem- 
ingly efficient, shall we say hail-fellow-well-met. He 
was small and fat with a thick neck, wide head and 
prominent ears. Had you seen a close-up of him on 
the television screen you would have adjusted picture 
height. Tumpkins liked him, but not many people did. 
He produced his sheets, George looked through them, 
picked out the hours on Barwick Road, disallowed one 
sheet not signed by the clerk of works and adjusted 
the summary total to £8 4s 9d.

Housing and the Doctors 


In the course of a number of local inquiries, held in 
the recent past, into slum clearance schemes it has been 
noticeable that more attention might have been paid to 
the problem of doctors’ practices. It may be that this 
is what has led to the issue by the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government of Circular 16/59. The Minister 
is concerned in the Circular “to remind housing authori- 
ties of the desirability of early consultations with Excutive 
Councils when their actions may affect doctors’ practices” 
and he adds that “the steady extension of slum clearance 
has re-emphasized the value of such consultation”. The 
Circular discusses arrangements to be made both when 
old estates are to be redeveloped and when new ones 
are to be built. 


Homeless Families 


The Ministry of Housing and Local Government has 
published a joint Circular with the Ministry of Health, 
Circular 17/59. As a result of a review of the problems 
raised by homeless families and unsatisfactory tenants 
“a conference of local authority associations, includitg 
the London County Council and the Metropolitan 
Boroughs Standing Joint Committee, recorded a wide 
measure of agreement on the broad lines of policy which 
should be followed by the various authorities concerned 
and the division of responsibility between them. . .” 

The Ministers have set out in this Circular the con- 
clusions reached and they ask all local authorities to 
review their existing arrangements in the light of what 
is said there. They stress particularly the need for 
co-operative schemes between the housing authorities and 
welfare organizations, giving examples of such schemes 
in an Appendix to the Circular. 


Requisitioned Houses 


The Minister of Housing, following up certain recent 
comments he made in the House of Commons, has sent 
to the local authorities concerned Circular 18/59. In it 
he stresses that they “should now embark, as a matter of 
urgency, on a special and sustained effort to bring their 
use of requisitioned houses to an end within the next 
twelve months”. The Minister reminds authorities of the 
various courses open to them under the 1955 Act, to 
achieve this end. 


Local Housing Bonds 


There are several methods whereby local authorities 
can borrow money for housing purposes. One of these 
is by means of the issue of local housing bonds authorized 
under Section 12K of the Housing Act, 1936, now 
re-enacted as Section 138 of the Housing Act, 1957. Since 
1919 the grant of the Minister’s consent conferred 
trustee status not only on the bonds but upon ail the 
mortgages of the authority receiving that consent. In 
1928 the Lord Chancellor’s Committee objected to this 
because trustee status was thereby extended in a piece- 
meal fashion. Accordingly, thenceforward, the Minister 
withheld any further consents. 

Now, however, the Local Government Act, 1958, has, 
by Section 54, conferred trustee status on all mortgages 
and securities of local authorities. The Minister of 
Housing, as a result, has announced in Circular 19/59 that 
he now consents under the 1957 Act to borrowing by the 
issue of bonds by all local authorities and county councils 
empowered by Section 138 of the Housing Act, 1957, so 
to do.

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Minister Details Largest Roads Programme 


Details of what Mr. Harold Watkinson, the Minister of Transport, described as the largest roads 
programme that the country has had in modern times were given to the House of Commons last 
The Minister's remarks are reported below by our Parliamentary Correspondent 


month. 


R. Harold Watkinson, Minister of Transport, said 

that from an average of roughly £12 million 
spent over the past four years on new construction and 
major improvements, the Government was planning at 
lifting it to not less than £60 million per annum. Expen- 
diture this year will be nearly £47 million, next year it 
will be £55 million, and the year after it will rise to 
£65 million. 

“Thereafter—and these are very important words, and 
I am grateful to the Chancellor for authorizing them— 
this expenditure will be planned on «the basis of not 
less than £60 million per annum”, said Mr, Watkinson. 

“The Ministry has a firm base on which to plan for 
the future”, he continued. “If it can expand that base, 
good luck to it, but at least we have a firm base and the 
Ministry has never had that before. It will allow an 
immense amount of future planning to take place. 

“Let us take one other figure and see what share of 
national investment is being put into roads. To the £60 
million must be added £33 million of Government money 
for maintenance and minor improvements, many of which 
are vitally important. 

“There must then be added £50 million for local govern- 
ment contributions. In other words, we are now spending 
at a rate of not less than £140 million a year on our road 
system. In my view that is a very fair share of the capital 
investment programme.” 

The Minister than spoke of “just a few schemes which 
we hope to authorize very shortly,” and mentioned three 
which he said would ease holiday traffic. 

* . ” 


Mr. Watkinson, who was speaking during a debate on 
an £11,262,000 supplementary estimate for expenditure on 
the road programme in England and Wales during the 
year ending March 31, 1959, told the House: 

“Construction of the Staines by-pass and the new 
Thames bridge at a cost of £2°3 million has been 
authorized and, provided that there are no last-minute 
difficulties about land acquisition, work should start during 
the summer. 

“Construction of the second half of the Maidstone 
by-pass has already been authorized, too. The contract has 
been placed at a cost of more than £800,000 and work will 
start in April. We have also authorized construction of 
the Maidenhead by-pass with another new Thames bridge, 
at a cost of between £24 million and £3 million. Work 
will start in May. 

“In addition we are starting work on two new motor 
roads. In May or June we start on the viaducts, which 
are the first portion of the link from Birmingham to Pres- 
ton, one of the most elaborate roads in this country and 
perhaps in the world. 

“There will be 80 miles of motor road which will cost 
no less than £34 million, because it is nearly all a matter 
of bridges, viaducts, cuttings, and so on. It is an enormous 
job and a great challenge to those who are to build the 
road. 

“In the early summer we hope to start work on the 
Doncaster by-pass, again a motor road, at a cost of about 
£6 million. We also hope to start work at the same time 
on the Stamford by-pass and the Stevenage by-pass. This 
is part of the work of bringing the Great North Road up 
to modern standards, and the total cost will be more 
than £40 million.” 

* * * 


He next turned to urban schemes, saying there was no 
sense in building a network of cross-country roads, each 
one of which ended in “a sort of urban bottleneck”. Mr. 
Watkinson spoke of “the first phase of our attack on the 
urban problem”. 


He said: “The Tyne Tunnel is an urgent contribution 
of great importance to the north-east coast. It will cost 
nearly £13 million, and I hope shortly to authorize it. | 
hope, also, shortly to authorize the duplication of the 
Blackwall Tunnel at a cost of more than £7 million. That 
will deal with this bad bottleneck in London.” 

The New Park Lane scheme would start in October, 
the largest urban scheme in London for many years. The 
L.C.C. would have to spend £750,000 on diverting sewers 
and services before the work on the actual road schemes 
could be carried out. The Hammersmith flyover and the 
Talgarth Road widening to complete the Cromwell Road 
extension would be considered shortly. 

He went on: “We hope soon to authorize part two of 
the Birmingham Inner Ring Road scheme, costing more 
than £1 million. This will bring the ring road into opera- 
tion. It is an ingenious scheme and great credit is due to 
Sir Herbert Manzoni and the Birmingham Corporation 
It is a scheme which we are glad to back. 

“The northern approaches to the new Runcorn-Widnes 
bridge will cost more than £1 million, and will shortly be 
authorized. The bridge itself is progressing well and the 
actual erection of the steel span is about to start. The 
bridge itself will cost nearly £3 million. 


* * * 


“In the West Country, I commend the enterprise of those 
who have taken on the construction of the Tamar crossing 
as a piece of private enterprise. I was delighted that the 
Chancellor enabled us to allow work on that to go forward. 
I hope that others will come forward with this fascinating 
idea of forming their own companies and associations to 
build bridges and tunnels. I should be very happy to 
assist them to impose tolls in order to make an attractive 
investment from such a scheme. 

“We shall soon be adding to the work in Plymouth 
with the Laira bridge at a cost of more than £600,000.” 

Mr. Watkinson said the Government were now consider- 
ing how to meet the second phase of attacking the urban 
problem—‘the full-scale urban motor road, which many 
of us have seen in the United States and elsewhere”. 
He added: “I am not sure that such a scheme in all its 
severity is the right answer in our historic towns and 
cities.” 

* . » 

Mr. Watkinson said he would welcome the co-opera- 
tion of the architectural profession, engineers, the British 
Road Federation and others “interested in seeing whether 
we cannot design our own solution to this urgent prob- 
lem”. He said: “There may be what one might call a 
British solution to this problem and that solution might 
make a contribution here and elsewhere. 

“In looking ahead to the urban road programme, we 
will welcome new ideas on how to shape it to fit in with 
the old and historic buildings and history of our towns 
and cities and our own special problems. We intend to 
press on with that.” 

Earlier, the Minister had discussed a smaller special 
programme of road works in areas of unemployment 
difficulties. So far, schemes to the value of £24 million 
had been authorized to be started, the Government con- 
tribution being just over £2 million. 

He exampled a £90,000 Cornwall improvement of the 
A.38 and a £76,000 widening at Pen-y-Clip, in Caernavon. 
In Norfolk there was the Larlingford by-pass scheme 
costing £50,000. In Cornwall. for classified roads. there 
was a grant of £70,000 to A.387 at Looe Bridge. In the 
North Riding there was the £59,000 Scarborough-Whitby 
road scheme, of which £44,000 was ranking for grant. 
In Devon, there was the Barnstaple-Braunton Road 
scheme, with a £37,000 grant. 
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Bow ATER HOUSE is part of the 

changing face of Knightsbridge in 
London. On the north side of the new 
intersection (A. & B.N., January 28, 
1959), it replaces the domestic scale 
of nineteenth-century housing and 
gas-lit streets with a complex of slabs 
which comprise the “maximum cover- 
age” office block. 


Town Planning 


The site was zoned for office de- 
velopment at a plot ratio of 45:1. 
Town planning decisions by the 
London County Council included a 
wide road across the middle of the 
site, to be the London end of the 
South Orbital Road, and a widening 
of the Knightsbridge road intersec- 
tion. A road across the site into the 
park is to relieve the narrow, always 
congested, Albert Gate and go some 
way towards easing the busiest traffic 
spot in all London—Hyde Park 
Corner. Altogether one quarter of the 
original site was required for road 
improvements. 

A further complication was the 
necessity to move the northern en- 
trance to Knightsbridge tube station. 
Its tunnel had to be extended and 
its staircase rebuilt within the existing 
site. Huge gas mains had to be dir- 
ected as well as all the other services. 

Amongst other town planning re- 
quirements was the usual demand for 
car parking to the building, at the 
ratio of one car space to every 
2,500 sq ft of gross floor space. Also 
with a large building, the London 
County Council, under the rules 
governing Restriction of Ribbon De- 
velopment, demands that all vehicle 
access to the building be planned so 
that the flow of traffic on public 
roads is not affected. In practice this 
means that all entrances, service 
entrances and car parks are reached 
from private service roads. 

The building is planned in three 
main blocks: (1) Park block runs 
east/west 366ft with fine views over 
Hyde Park and distant hills. (2) A high 
tower of 17 floors. (3) A low tower 
on the east at the same roof line

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All over London the tower cranes, like Martian fighting machines, give 
evidence of new ‘‘hives of administration’ on their way out of the 
ground.

Construction 

To achieve flexibility, it was decided 
that the ceilings of the office space 
must be beamless. This led to a 
system of reinforced concrete con- 
struction called the balanced canti-

A major problem in designing high 
buildings demanding high speed lifts 
is the treatment of the lift over-runs 
and motor rooms. In practice these 
require a two-floor structure above 
the last floor served. These have 
been designed incorporating tank 
rooms, plant rooms and caretaker’s 
flats as two-storey roof buildings 
echoing the main building below. 


Services 

The heating of the building is 
entirely concealed. Hot-water pipes 
are embedded in the structural slab. 


Materials 

Glass curtain walls were considered 
and _—rrejected. Natural materials 
were eventually chosen for colour. 
texture and permanence. The main 
cladding is thin, 14in polished granite, 
the most durable material existing: 
one of the few that will maintain its 
polish permanently in  London’s 
gruelling atmosphere. Blue granite

Interior Planning 


The building owners—The Land 
Securities Investment Trust Ltd— 
leased the entire building to The 
Bowater Paper Corporation Ltd. 
[hey occupy two-thirds of the build- 
ing and sublet one-third. The building 
is, therefore, called Bowater House, 
and is the London headquarters of 
the world-wide organization. At the 
top of the high tower are the prin- 
cipal boardrooms and_ chairman’s 
suite and offices. This is marked on 
the outside by a balcony running 
along the east and west elevations. 

Amongst other internal facilities, 
there is a private cinema and a social 
club.

N 1956 the City Council of Nairobi 

appointed Idris Davies to prepare 
a scheme for the accommodation of 
112 Asian families. The first scheme 
produced consisted of several blocks 
of flats with intercommunicating 
galleries, but, because of the extent 
of the property, the city council 
decided that the scheme was more 
suited to groups of separate units 
distributed over the majority of the 
area of the property.

with the lowest completion time of 
56 weeks, and the contract was 
awarded to them. 

At the time of this contract there 
were several new projects in Nairobi 
about to begin, and the contractor 
decided to endeavour to complete 
this contract well before the comple- 
tion date so that he would be able 
to tender competitively for the other 
new schemes. The city council had 
granted a bonus scheme for the early 
completion of blocks of flats and, 
with this financial backing, the con- 
tractor employed more labourers and 
artisans and organized a_ building 
programme which involved four 
groups of gangs, each with their own 
concrete mixer and hoist, working on 
a time schedule.

Automatic or Self-aligning 


Levels (H) 

The technical and production staffs 
of these two companies have col- 
laborated in the design and develop- 
ment of a new form of optical 
stabilizer which can be incorporated 
in the telescope of a surveyor’s level 
to provide automatic compensation 
for any small errors in levelling.
